The  Committee,  in  presenting  their  Fifth  Annual  Peport  to  the 
Governors  and  Friends  of  the  Surrey  Ophthalmic  Hospital,  have 
much  pleasure  in  congratulating  them  on  the  marked  progress  the 
Hospital  has  made,  both  in  its  sphere  of  utility  to  the  poor,  and 
in  the  increased  support  it  has  met  with  from  the  Benevolent 
Public.  This  they  attribute  in  great  measure  to  the  improve, 
ments  the  Hospital  has  undergone,  both  in  its  extension  for  the 
accommodation  of  patients,  and  its  superior  internal  arrangements. 
To  effect  these  good  results,  however,  the  Committee  were  induced 
to  purchase  the  present  premises  at  a cost  of  upwards  of  £-500,  and 
they  have  been  obliged  to  expend  a further  sum  of  nearly  £1,000  in 
adapting  them  to  their  present  purpose.  To  enable  the  Committee 
in  some  degree  to  meet  the  expenses,  a dinner  was  held  at  the 
Bridge  House  Hotel  on  the  14th  of  May  last,  Mr.  A.  H.  Layard, 
M.P.,  in  the  chair — through  whose  earnest  and  impressive 
advocacy,  responded  to  by  the  kind  assistance  of  the  friends  of  the 
Hospital,  £420  were  realised,  after  defraying  all  incidental  expenses. 

It  is,  however,  evident  that  this  sum  was  inadequate  even  to 
liquidate  the  large  outlay  above  referred  to  in  the  enlargement  of 
the  building  of  the  Hospital,  much  less  to  provide  for  the 
CuTrent  expenses  of  the  coming  year.  Both  these  objects  have, 
however,  been  attained  by  the  generosity  of  the  Treasurer,  Mr. 
Thomas  Lambert,  who,  by  an  advance  of  £650,  in  the  hour  of 
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need,  lias  enabled  the  Committee  to  extend  and  to  continue  the 
benefits  of  the  Institution. 

From  the  Surgeons’  report  it  will  be  seen  how  highly  the  Hospital 
is  appreciated  by  the  suffering  poor  of  the  district,  no  less  than 
6158  patients  having  been  relieved  since  its  foundation  in  the  year 
1857.  But  its  reputation  is  not  confined  simply  to  its  character 
as  a Medical  Charity,  for  it  is  also  rapidly  attaining  a permanent 
position  as  a School  of  Ophthalmic  Surgery,  having  been  visited 
during  the  memorable  year  of  the  International  Exhibition,  by 
several  of  the  most  eminent  Ophthalmic  Surgeons  of  the  Continent, 
and  a course  of  Lectures  having  been  delivered  at  the  Hospital  by 
one  of  the  Surgeons,  Mr.  J.  Z.  Laurence. 

In  conclusion,  the  Committee  earnestly  urge  the  friends  of  the 
Institution  to  renewed  exertions  to  enable  them  to  repay  the 
sum  due  to  the  Treasurer,  and  thus  to  place  the  Hospital  on  a solid 
and  enduring  basis.

The  number  of  patients  who  attended  at  this  Hospital  from 
the  date  of  its  opening  on  the  12th  of  October,  1857,  to  the 
30th  of  June,  1858,  was  447  ; being  at  the  rate  of  about  53  new 
cases  a month.  From  the  30th  of  June,  1858,  to  the  same  date 
of  1859,  there  were  836  new  cases;  being  a monthly  average  of 
69.  From  1859  to  1860  the  new  cases  were  1182,  and  the  monthly 
average  upwards  of  98  ; and  from  the  30th  of  June,  1860,  to  the 
same  date  of  1861,  the  new  cases  were  1690  and  the  monthly 
average  above  140.  Since  the  last  Report,  the  numbers  have  been 
2003,  making,  with  the  4155,  previously  registered,  6158,  since  the 
establishment  of  the  Hospital.  This  progressive  increase  in  the 
number  of  patients  who  resorb  to  this  Institution  for  advice  and 
relief,  many  of  them  from  distant  parts  of  the  country,  is  satisfactory 
evidence  of  the  value  attached  to  the  Charity  by  those  who  seek 
its  benefits. 

We  subjoin  a list  of  the  diseases  and  accidents  which  have  been 
treated  at  this  Hospital,  and  we  would  call  special  attention  to  the 
large  number  of  the  latter,  as  evidence  of  the  want  of  such  an 
Institution  as  the  present  in  this  densely  populated  and  extensive 
manufacturing  district.

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Among  the  Accidents  which  have  come  under  treatment  may  he 

enumerated : — 

1.  Ecchymoses  or  Effusions  of  Blood,  both  in  the  superficial  and  deep  parts  of 

the  Eyeball. 

2.  Burns  and  Scalds,  from  Gunpowder,  Molten  Metal,  &c. 

3.  Foreign  bodies,  of  various  kinds,  on  the  surface,  or  embedded  in  some  of  the 
v deeper  structures  of  the  Eyeball. 

4.  Punctured  Wounds  of  the  Orbit.

HONORARY  OFFICERS 

Shall  consist  of  Patron,  Vice-Patron,  President,  Vice-Presidents 
Treasurer,  Honorary  Medical  Officers,  who  shall  be  ex-officio 
Members  of  the  Committee. 

COMMITTEE. 

The  general  management  of  the  Hospital  shall  be  under  the 
immediate  direction  of  the  Committee,  and  shall  consist,  at  least, 
of  Ten  Governors,  including  the  Honorary  Officers  and  the  Two 
Auditors.  The  Committee  shall  be  elected  at  the  Annual  Meeting 
by  the  Governors. 

MEDICAL  COMMITTEE. 

The  Honorary  Medical  Officers,  and  those  Members  of  the 
Committee  who  belong  to  the  Medical  Profession,  shall  constitute 
the  Medical  Committee. 

AUDITORS. 

There  shall  be  Two  Auditors,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  examine 
the  Accounts,  and  report  thereon  at  the  Annual  Meeting. 

SECRETARY 

Shall  summon  the  Members  of  the  Committee,  by  letter,  at  least 
three  days  before  each  Meeting,  and  be  present  at  them;  or  be 
represented  by  Deputy ; lie  shall  enter  the  minutes  of  all  Meetings, 
keep  the  accounts,  and  conduct  the  correspondence  of  the  Hospital. 

HONORARY  PHYSICIAN  AND  SURGEONS. 

The  Medical  Staff  shall  consist  of  the  following  Honorary 
Medical  Officers,  viz.  : — a consulting  Physician,  a consulting 
Surgeon,  and  Two  acting  Surgeons.

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The  consulting  Physician  must  be  an  M.D.  of  a British  Univer- 
sity, and  a Fellow  or  Licentiate  of  a British  College  of  Physicians. 
The  consulting  Surgeon  and  the  acting  Surgeons  must  be  Fellows 
of  a British  College  of  Surgeons.  The  consulting  Physician  and 
Surgeon  shall  consult  with  any  of  the  Medical  Officers  who  may 
require  their  advice  in  any  case  under  treatment  at  the  Hospital. 
The  acting  Surgeons  shall  take  charge  of  all  patients  that  present 
themselves  at  the  Hospital,  and  perform  all  surgical  operations. 

DISPENSER. 

The  Dispenser  shall  attend  at  the  Hospital  daily,  at  half-past 
One  o’clock,  and  remain  there  to  prepare,  compound,  and  dispense 
the  various  medicines  prescribed  by  the  Surgeons;  attend  to  all 
. applications  in  the  absence  of  the  Surgeons  ; visit  any  patients  at 
their  own  homes,  when  requested  by  the  Surgeons  so  to  do  ; keep 
an  accurate  register  of  all  patients  attending  the  Hospital,  and  act 
generally  under  the  directions  of  the  Surgeons. 

GOYERNORS. 

A donation  of  ten  guineas  or  upwards,  in  one  payment,  shall 
constitute  a Life  Governor,  and  an  annual  contribution  of  one 
guinea  a Governor.  A Governor  may  recommend  during  the  year 
ten  out-patients  and  one  in-patient  for  each  guinea  annually 
subscribed  ; and  a Life  Governor  may  recommend  the  same 
number  of  patients  for  eveiy  donation  of  ten  guineas.  Every 
Governor  can  vote  at  all  Elections.  An  executor  or  administrator, 
or  each  of  the  executors  or  administrators  of  the  will  of  a donor 
paying  a legacy  of  not  less  than  fifty  pounds,  shall  be  a Life 
Governor. 

ELECTIONS. 

Shall  be  vested  in  the  Governors  of  the  Hospital,  and  take 
place  at  a Special  Meeting  of  the  Governors,  summoned  by  the 
Secretary  for  that  purpose,  to  be  conducted  by  ballot  (voting  by 
proxy  to  be  limited  to  the  Patron,  Vice-Patrons,  President,  Vice- 
Presidents,  Treasurer,  Ladies,  Peers,  Judges,  Members  of  Parlia- 
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ment,  and  Governors  residing  ten  miles,  or  more,  from  the  Hospital). 
Candidates  who  have  been  found  to  have  canvassed  before  any 
public  notification  of  the  vacancy,  shall  be  declared  ineligible  for 
election. 

MEETINGS. 

A general  Meeting  of  the  Governors  shall  be  held  annually  on 
the  second  Wednesday  in  February ; but  a Special  Meeting  of  the 
Governors,  or  an  Extraordinary  Meeting  of  the  Committee,  may 
be  summoned  by  the  President,  Vice-President,  Treasurer,  or  any 
five  of  the  Committee,  when  occasion  shall  require.  Meetings 
of  the  Committee  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Wednesday  in  every 
month,  at  which  not  less  than  three  shall  constitute  a quorum. 
At  all  General  and  Committee  Meetings,  the  Chair  shall  be  taken 
by  one  of  the  following  officers,  in  the  order  in  which  they  are 
named,  viz.  : — by  the  President  or  a Vice-President,  the  Treasurer, 
or,  in  the  absence  of  those  officers,  by  such  person  as  the  Meeting 
shall  call  to  the  Chair.  In  all  cases  of  equality  of  votes  the 
Chairman  shall  have  a casting  vote.  All  Committee  Meetings  may 
be  adjourned.  No  law  shall  be  repealed  or  altered,  nor  shall  any 
new  law  be  made,  until  the  proposed  alteration  or  new  law  shall  have 
been  first  posted  up  in  the  Board-room,  and  subsequently  approved 
by  two  Committee  Meetings,  and  notice  of  such  proposed  alteration 
or  new  law  shall  have  been  given  at  a previous  meeting  of  the 
Committee  and  inserted  in  the  summons-papers  for  the  two 
meetings  above  adverted  to. 

PATIENTS. 

All  persons  shall  be  admissible  to  the  benefits  of  the  Hospital 
on  presentation  of  a letter  obtained  from  a Governor.  The 
Surgeons  are  authorised,  should  it  be  necessary  to  do  so,  to  dismiss 
any  patient ; and  every  case  of  dismissal  is  to  be  reported  at  the 
ensuing  Meeting  of  the  Committeei  Any  patient  continuing 
under  treatment  more  than  two  months,  must  have  his  letter  of 
recommendation  renewed. 
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FORM  OF  BEQUEST. 

To  such  benevolent  Persons  as  are  inclined  to  become  Benefactors 
by  Will,  the  following  Form  of  Legacy  is  recommended : 

“ I give  and  bequeath  ^unto  the  SURREY  OPHTHALMIC 
“ HOSPITAL,  St.  George’s  Circus,  S.,  for  the  Relief 
u of  the  Poor,  suffering  from  diseases  and  injuries  of 
“ the  eye,  instituted  in  the  Borough  of  Southwark, 
“ in  the  year  1857,  the  sum  of  £ 

“ to  be  paid  exclusively  out  of  such  part  of  my  personal 
“ estate  as  can  be  lawfully  charged  with  the  payment 
“ of  Legacies  to  charitable  uses ; and  I desire  that  the 
“ same  be  paid  to  the  Treasurer  for  the  time  being 
“ of  the  said  Society,  and  his  receipt  shall  be  a suffi- 
“ cient-  discharge  for  the  same.” 

N.B. — A bequest  of  Land,  money,  or  stock  to  be  laid  out  in  the 
purchase  of  any  estate,  for  charitable  uses,  will  be  void  by  the 
statute  of  mortmain ; but  money  or  stock  may  be  given  by  will 
if  not  directed  to  be  so  laid  out. 


An  Annual  Contribution  of  One  Guinea,  or  more,  constitutes  a 
Governor  of  the  Hospital ; a Donation  of  Ten  Guineas,  or  upwards 
a Life  Governor.  Governors  have  the  privilege  of  recommending 
One  In-patient  and  Ten  Out-patients  annually,  and  of  voting  at 
all  elections  of  Officers. 

One  of  the  Medical  Officers  attends  daily  at  the  Hospital  at 
2 o’clock.
